Creel convicted on lesser charge of homicide by vehicle

Last Friday afternoon at approxi- 
mately 4:35 p.m., a Coffee County 
jury composed of eight men and four 
women retumed a verdict of guilty 
in the trial of Joseph Dwight Creel, 
25, of Elba, 

The jury rendered the verdict af- 
ter listening to more than three days 
of testimony and deliberating for 
more than nine hours and forty-five 
minutes, 

Creel, who was _ originally 
charged with two counts of murder 
and one count of first-degree assault, 
was found guilty on a lesser charge 
by the jury of homicide by vehicle (2 
counts) and assault in the second- 
degree (1 count), 

The charges had resulted from a 
two-car collision which occurred on 
July 8, 1990 at approximately 5 a.m. 
in the morning. Dorothy A. Skinner, 
56, of Elba and Scotty Wayne Nor- 
ris, 19, also of Elba were killed in 
the mishap. Mrs. Myrtis L. Guy, 68, 
the driver of the one of the vehicles 
Sustained injures in the wreck. Mrs. 
Skinner was a passenger in Mrs. 
Guy's automobile. 

Norris was a passenger in the car 


driven by Creel as was Ronnie 
Crawley, 22, of Elba. Crawley re- 
ceived no serious injuries in the 
crash. 


On December 10, 1990, a Coffee 
County grand jury indicted Joseph 
Creel on two counts of murder in the 
deaths of Skinner and Norris and one 
count of first-degree assault for inju- 


ries sustained by Mrs. Guy in the 
wreck. 

During the course the trial 
which began Monday, April 1, As- 


sistant District Attorney Al Smith, 
through the state's witnesses, devel- 
oped testimony to show that Creel 
was under the influence of alcohol, 


driving his vehicle at a high rate of 
speed, and on the wrong side of the 
road at the time of the collision. The 
wreck happened on Alabama High- 
way 189 approximately four miles 
south of Elba 

The attorney for the defense, 
Merrill Shirley, attempted to discred 
it the testimony given by the state's 
witnesses by calling the defense's 
own experts. A clinical chemist and 
toxicologist, a land surveyor, and a 
retired engineer experience in high- 
way construction were called to tes- 
tify for the defense. 

State toxicoligist Laura Shevlin 
testified that two separate blood 
samples drawn from Creel, one at 
8:45 a.m. and another at 9:15 a.m. 
on the moming of the wreck, 
showed his blood alcohol level to be 
.046 percent and .031 percent re- 
spectively. 

Alabama law considers a person 
to be legally drunk if their blood al- 
cohol level is .10 percent and under 
the influence if the level is between 
.O5 percent and .10 percent. 

In a hypothetical case, Shevlin 
stated that Creel's blood alcohol lev- 
el at the time of the wreck could 
have been as high as .15 percent and 
as low as .10 percent, but this could 
not be considered to be an absolute 
fact. 

Defense's witness Christopher 
Frings, a clinical chemist and toxico- 
ligist testified that too many varia- 
bles exisited to determine an accu- 
rate blood alcohol level for Creel at 
the time of the wreck. 

An eye witness to the crash, Clin- 
ton Cain, testified on behalf of the 
state that Creel's car was traveling at 
a high rate of speed as it ran off the 
pavement in front of the home where 
he was at the time of the crash. 

Cain is a resident of Malone, 
Florida, but he was staying at his old 
home place just north of the Basin

Murder conviction in Vann death

A collision of a van and a pickup 
truck which occurred June 23, 1990 
on U.S. Highway 84 near Dothan 


took the life of Morgan Weeden 
Van, 32, of Elba. 
Shortly last the crash, Shirley 


June McCall was charged with mur- 
der in the death of Vann. 

Last Wednesday evening, a Hous- 
ton County jury found McCall guilty 
of murder in the traffic fatality after 
hearing testimony that he was driv- 
ing under the influence of alcohol 
and on the wrong side of the road. 

State witnesses tesufied that 
McCall's blood alcohol level was 
.237 percent at the time of the colli- 


sion and also, he was driving on the 
wrong side of a four-lane highway. 
The .237 percent blood alcohol level 
is more than twice the state's legal 
limit of .10 percent to operate a vehi- 
cle. 

During trial testimony, McCall re- 
ported stated that he had been ar- 
rested numerous umes for driving 
under the influence. 

Houston County's Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gary Maxwell report- 
edly stated, “I don't think he 
(McCall) intended to kill anyone, but 
what he did was so dangerous it was 
murder! 

A presentence hearing has been 
set for May 13 Circuit Judge 
Denny Holloway. 


Crawley named new circuit 
judge by Governor Hunt

John Crawley was 


‘sworn in as the newest circuit judge 


for the 12th Judicial Circuit com- 
posed of Pike and Coffee counties. 

The Troy attorney was appointed 
Wednesday, April 3, 1991, by Gov. 
Guy Hunt to fill the vacancy created 
when Judge Riley Green, Jr. retired 
last January 1, 1991. Almost two 
years Green's term of office remain. 

The S5l-year-old attorney has 
been in private law practice in Troy 
since 1969, He is a graduate of the 
University of Alabama and the Uni 
versity of Alabama School of Law. 

In making the appointment, Gov 
Hunt said, “I am proud to appoint 
John to this very important position 
in Pike and Coffee counties, John's 
24 years of experience as an attorney 
in Troy will make him a fair and 
hard-working judge. He will repre- 
sent the area very well.” 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley 
said, “Governor Hunt has made an 
excellent choice in appointing Craw- 
ley. He is a fine legal scholar and a 
hard workel John 
ground running!” 

Crawley said he wants to go to 
work immediately to reduce a back 
log of cases in criminal court. 

“There are two things I want to 
accomplish at first,” said Crawley, “I 
waat to get the case load current and 
I want to be fair and honest in mak 
ing decisions.”

In cross examination, Shirley con 
tended that “Mr, Cain could not have 
seen all that he said he saw.” 


Mr. Cain countered with, “I saw 
what I saw!” 
The defense through “expert” wit- 


nesses attempted to show that the 
condition of the road was a factor in 
causing the crash. 

During the course of the trial, the 
state called witnesses to testify that 
Creel had been drinking and was un- 
der the influence of alcohol at the 
time of the collision. The defense 
countered with testimony that he 
(Creel) was not drunk and drank 
only a small amount of beer on the 
night and early morning hours pre- 
ceding the wreck, 

Last Thursday afternoon, after the

prosecution and defense had present 


ed their witnesses and given their fi- 
nal argunents, Circuit Judge Gary 
McAliley charged the jury as to their 
duty according to the law. The jury 
charge took almost an hour. At ap 


proximately 5:35 p.m. the

Each time Judge McAliley, ac- 
companied the defendant, both attor- 
neys, and the court recorder, entered 
the jury room and read the law to 
the jury as it applied to the case.

Homicide by vehicle, a felony, is 
punishable by one to five years im- 
prisonment or a fine of up to $2,000 
or imprisonment and a fine. Second- 
degree assault, a felony, is punisha- 
ble by one to ten years imprisonment 
or a fine of up to $5,000, or impris- 
onment and a fine 

Creel remains free on $10,000 
bond for each homicide offense and 
$5,000 bond on the scond-degree as- 
sault offense for a total of $25,000. 


Elba has its own version of "The Dukes of Hazard"

A domestic disturbance call to the 
Elba Police Tuesday moming result- 
ed, for a short time, into a "Dukes of 
Hazard" type chase. The call came in 
at 10:54 a.m. 

At 10:59 a.m. Policeman Johnny 
Senn responded to the residence of 
Ralph Edwin (Eddie) Long, Jr., age 
33, and Virginia (Ginger) Long, age 
40, located on Highway 87N (the 
Troy highway). 

Reportedly when Officer Senn ar- 
rived on the scene , Mr, and Mrs. 
Long were on the highway right-of- 


way approximately 100 yards south® 
of their home arguing. Police Chief 


Freddie Hanchey, Investigator Don- 
nie Byrd, and Officer Dean Blair ar- 
rived on the scene shortly after Senn. 

As the officers were attempting to 
find out what the nature of the trou- 
ble was, Mr. Long got into his buick 
automobile and proceeded to leave 
the scene. Police Officers Senn and 
Blair pursued him in a southern di- 
rection toward town. Chief Hanchey 
and Investigator Byrd placed Mrs. 
Long in their car to take her to the 
hospital. 

A short distance down the road, 
Mr. Long did a 180° turn and headed 
north on Hwy. 87 with Officers Senn 
and Blair in “hot pursuit.” At the in- 
tersection of County Road and 
Hwy. 87, Long did another 180° 
and proceeded south toward Elba. 
When the chase appeared to be head- 
ed into a congested area, Chief Han- 
chey, via of two-way radio, instruct- 
ed his officers to break-off the chase 
and attempt to keep the Long vehicle 
in sight. 

When Long reached the intersec- 
tion of Al, 203 (by-pass) and High- 
way 87, he tumed west on Al. 203. 
According to police officers, Long, 
after stopping at the intersection of 
Claxton and Ai, 203, ran the red 
light and continued around the by- 
pass toward U. S. Hwy. 84W. 


Office Senn, who was in sight of 
the Long vehicle, reported that Long 
turned right at the intersection of Al. 


203 and U. S. Hwy. 84W as if he 
was going out 84W, but he suddenly 
made another u-turn and headed 


back in the direction from which had 
come. 

At this point, Officer Blair had 
turned around to follow Long if he 
continued to evade the pursuit. All 
of a sudden Long stopped, put his 
car in reverse and backed into Blair's 
police crusier. 

Investigator Randy White who by 
this time had become involved in the 
pursuit approached the Long car 
fepm_.the front in his police car and 
Long proceeded to ram him head-on. 


POLICE SURROUND FLEEING SUSPECT.. 
Highway 87 north of Elba and it ended on Al 
pass. Four cars were involved in the collision - 


Officer Senn pulled his police 
crusier jam-up to the rear of Long's 
vehicle preventing him from moving 
any further. 

The three officers, Senn, Blair 
and White, confronted Long who 
had exited his car and attempted to 
enter Senn's police car. After a brief 
scuffle, Long was taken into custo- 

In the scuffle with the Long sub- 
ject, Officer Senn sustained an injury 
to his neck and a concussion, Officer 
Blair injured his hand, and Investiga- 
tor White broke a bone in his hand. 
The collision at the end of the pur- 
suit damaged ie police cars. The 
otal estimated damage to all three 
police cars was almost $3,000.

She enjoys the 
meetings though she says she doesn't 
get to go like she used to. 

The War Between the States was 
fought over 125 years ago. This 
seems distant to the world of 1991, 
but a talk with Mrs. Alberta Martin 
reminds modem listeners how preva- 
lent the past is. She is indeed a price- 
less link to a world long gone. She is 
certainly a charming character. She 
enjoys talking and spins a web with 
ber stories, This interview was truly 
au honor and a memory I will long 
treasure. The last link to such a col- 
orful time of our nation’s heritage is 
one that should be é¢reasured. Such 
valuable time teaches lessons no his- 
tory book could equal. History buffs 
need look no further. It can truly be 
said that history is alive and well in 
Elba, Alabama. 

A part of history lives on Payne 
Street in Elba, Alabama. Mrs. Alber- 
ta Martin serves as a significant 
-piece to the puzzle of our country's 
heritage. She is the only living wid- 
ow of a soldier of the Confederate 
States of America. 

National media recently made the 
claim that the last Confederate war 
widow had passed away. But this 
claim was simply not true. Mrs. Mar- 
tin has received much publicity fol- 
lowing her ‘discovery’. She was. fea- 
tured on a national news program 
and has been interviewed by news- 
papers and magazines from across 
the nation. Letters have poured in. 
One man requested that Mrs. Martin 
sign a family heirloom quilt. Mrs. 
Martin's signature will join those of 
several U.S, presidents and entertain- 
ers such as Elvis Presley. Mrs. Mar- 
tin says of the publicity, “It's been 
exciting,” 

Such a worthy story should cer- 
tainly be known and valued by her 
hometown. Though Mrs. Martin is 
the celebrity of the hour, her late 
husband should surely be remem- 
bered. Many of the particulars of his 
life are unknown. He was bom De- 
cember 18, 1845. Raised in Coving- 
ton County, he was a farmer. He en- 
listed in the Confederate States 
Army in 1864 and served through 
1865. A brother, Jim Martin, was 
killed in the war. 

Mrs. Martin enjoys talking about 
bygone days, Though she has many 
photographs, she has none of Wil- 
liam Jasper Martin. He was buried 
with his Confederate medals, His 
military history is largely unknown 
to Mrs, Martin, though she does re- 
call mention of battles in Adanta, 
Ga., and Richmond, Va. She has vis- 
ited the Cyclorama, a huge mural of 
the Battle of Auanta, in Audanta, Ga. 
Beyond those two locations and 
some mention of a stay in a Virginia 
hospital, not much is known, She 
Says it just never occurred to her to 
menuon it to him at the time, She 
was young and plenty of veterans 
were still around. Mrs, Martin re- 
calls only a few of his war stories. 
She retells his tale of putting blan- 
kets atop poles across creeks to keep 
from sleeping in the mud on march- 
es, He also told of killing bears and 
nearly starving to death. Though the 
details are skeichy, left to the imagi- 
nation, Mr, Martin becomes a con- 
necuion to our history.

Like most old 
houses, it is made of wood and is built 
about three feet off the ground. It has 
solid wood columns and a big wooden 
porch. 


New Fees At ESJC 


Last November the Alabama State 
Board of Education voted to imple- 
ment a tuition and fees increase at all 
the State's community, junior and 
technical colleges. The move al- 
lowed schools in the Alabama Col- 
lege System to impose the increase 
immediately (winter quarter 1990- 
91) and mandated the hike by fall 
quarter 1991, 

Under the new tuition/fee sched- 
ule a students will pay $20 per credit 
hour for the first 21 hours ($240). 
For 13 or more credit hours they will 
pay the $240 base (12 hours) and 
$10 per cach additional credit hour. 
For example, a student enrolling for 
15 credit hours will pay $240 (12 
hours) plus $30 (3 hours); or $270 
for tuition, 

The facilities renewal fee imple- 
mented fall quarter 1991 will contin- 
ue to be in effect for students enroll- 
ing in main campus classes, This fee 
is $1.50 per credit hour up to $15. 
Monies collected through this fee 
can, according to State Department 
of Education guidelines, be used 
only for various types of mainte- 
nance and replacement projects al 
the college. 

Replacing application fees, drop 
and add fees, identification card 
fees, lab fees and transcript fees will 
be a $2 per credit hour matriculation 
For the student taking 15 hours the 
matriculation fee would be $30. 

Dr. Joseph Talmadge, president 
of ESJC, said, “At ESJC, we dislike 
increasing tuition but the change was 
mandated by the State Board of Edu- 
cation to help Alabama colleges re- 
main fiscally sound, Our wition is 
still only about half the national ay- 
erage of $1,781 in public 4-year 
schools and less than one-tenth of 
the private college average of 
$8,446.” 


Inside the house are high ceilings and 
rooms great in size, Curtains always had 
to be custom made for the huge win- 
dows. The house has hard wood floors 
which were always highly polished with 
heavy coats of wax and were hand pol- 
ished. My grandparents’ house was 
unique because of all the inside doors 
were made of glass, and the doorbell was 
a network of chimes, It has a screened in 
back-porch which was connected to the 
kitchen so the temperatures would not be 
So extreme while my grandmother 
cooked her meals. Fireplaces were in 
every room and were the only means of 
heat until the 1950's when an oil heater 
was placed in the center of the house. In 
the winter, beds had so many quilts, it 
took effort to pull them back in the 
morning to get up! My grandmother and 
her friends always worked together to 
make quilts for the winter months. And 
the pillows were made of feathers. 

Up until 1962, my grandparents’ only 
means of cooling was an attic fan (the at- 
tic was large enough to make an apart- 
ment or even a second floor). In ‘62 a 
window unit was added to an enclosed 
room, and it remained until the house 
was sold in 1982. 

My grandparents’ home is quite his- 
torical and holds many wonderful memo- 
ries for all members of my family.

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STOPPING DRUG ABUSE

Drug abuse is a major public health problem today. al 
though drug use has been part of American life since the 
mid 19th century, it did not come into great prominence un- 
til the 1960's. Since the early 1980's drug use is no longer 
limited to a single group of people but has become part ot 
the mainstream of American life. 

This mainstream has turned into a nightmare including 
drug overdosages and death, criminal empires, murders, 
rapes and addictions. A much slower moving current but 
just as destructive is the drug's effect on unbom fetuses and 
poor education level in school age users. 

What can we do about this problem as parents, American 
citizens and concerned Coffee Countians? The first step is 
to believe that drugs are in and available in our town, our 
schools, and possibly your own home. 

Secondly, attack the wall of denial and indifference 
around you. Provide education, facts and outside quality 
recreation as weapons. 

Thirdly, drugs did not come into being on their own and 
they will not disappear on their own. Participate in the on- 
going efforts to cause their disappearance. 

Let us examine the drugs of abuse primarily seen in our 
area. First and foremost is the drug alcohol, Alcohol now 
ranks as the third leading cause of death in the United 
States following coronary heart disease and cancer. The ef- 
fects of alcohol should be considered in both the acute state 
of drunkenness and the chronic effects of alcoholism. 
Acutely, alcohol will cause slurred speech, impaired judge- 
ment, and uninhibited behavior. Car accidents and fights 
are primary occurrences during acute states. 

Alcohol when consumed chronically will lead to malnu- 
trition, liver disorders (cirrhosis), stomach ulcers, heart 
complications, blood loss and pancreatic disorders. Women 
who drink during pregnancy may deliver babies with physi- 
cal abnormalities, behavioral complications and lower intel- 
ligence. Live bombs and loaded guns should scare you. An 
alcoholic beverage is no difference in that inside you the 
same explosive force can result. 

A second drug that is highly abused is marijuana. The 
early stage is one of being “high” and is characterized by 
euphoria, uncontrollable laughter and alteration of a sense 
of time and space. Later, the user becomes relaxed and ex- 
periences dreamlike states if not actual sleep. Marijuana 
will also increase appetite and cause a craving for sweets. 
Two classic symptoms of marijuana use is reddening of the 
eyes and an increase in pulse rate. Long term physical ef- 
fects especially is heavy users include infertility, impo- 
tence, heart disease, respiratory complications including 
bronchitis and cancer and acute panic reactions. 


Almost every society, however primitive, has found 
some bark, leaf, vine, skin, berry or weed that contains 
“hallucinogenic” substances. Ours is no different. LSD and 
mescaline are examples. These drugs do seem to be declin- 
ing in usage but are still very much a part of our drug cul 
ture today. They are capable of producing changes in per 
ception, mood, thought and behavior, This group of drugs 
are also capable of producing “flashbacks” which are simi- 
lar experiences that may be caused by the drug but the per- 
son is not under the effect of the drug during this time. Hal- 
lucinogens have the potential of causing psychosis and 
other mental illnesses. 

Addiction or abuse of the narcotic analgesics is consid- 
ered the most serious form of drug abuse. These drugs in- 
clude heroin, morphine, codeine and meperidine (Demor- 
ol.) The main effect seen is a euphoric effect or a relaxed, 
drowsy feeling. Coordination and intellectual functioning 
are impaired, Repeated use will cause the loss of sexual 
drive, impotence and sterility. Death may result from res- 
piratory depression or cardiovascular failure. Other serious 
complications include hepatitis from use of contaminated 
needles and other bacterial infections including AIDS. 

The last drug and probably the most highly abused at this 
time is cocaine or its alternate form of crack. What is 
crack? It is small rocks of cocaine but differs in three ways 
from cocaine. First, it is smoked rather than sniffed result- 
ing in a faster high. Secondly, because it is smoked the ef- 
fect is more powerful than the powder. Thirdly, it seems 
less expensive because it is sold in small quantities at low 
prices, The user will require more to support a habit so it is

ultimately more expensive. The term crack refers to the 
crackling sound that is heard when it is smoked. 

Cocaine is one of the most addicting substances known 
to man. Whether it is smoked, sniffed or injected, it has two 
specific effects on the body: it acts both as a stimulant and 
a anesthetic. Wild mood swings, delusions of extraordinary 
abilities, loss of mental function, and distortions of perspec- 
tive are all part of the psychological picture of cocaine 
abuse. Here are some of the most common mental effects 
of cocaine: euphoria, talkativeness, alertness, sleeplessness, 
heightened self-awareness, altered sexual feelings, poor 
personal hygiene, hallucinations, compulsive behavior and 
addiction. 

How powerful is this addiction? As one young teenage 
girl described it, she fell so in love with cocaine that she 
wanted to marry it. Once hooked, the addict uses cocaine 
not to feel good but to keep from feeling bad. 

The good news out of all this bad news is that the cycle 
of drug addiction, abuse or misuse can be broken. Although 
some contributing factors to drug dependency such as he- 
redity, social class, age and occupation cannot be changed, 
there are other areas that we can change or influence. Their 
availability of the drug is one part of this complex equation 
that can be changed. Obviously, the more drug that is avail- 
able, the greater the risk of experimentation and distribu- 
tions. We should support local law enforcement, state-wide 
drug campaigns and federal officials to decrease this drug 
trafficking. 

Education of our citizens is also an integral part to drug 
abuse. The more knowledgeable our Coffee County citizens 
are on drug abuse, the greater the chance of drug abuse rec- 
ognition. Also, the more education a young person has on 
the effects of drugs the less likely they will want to experi- 
ment. 

The last part of the problem that we can affect is the ena- 
bling or the people part. This represents the attitudes we 
have about drug abuse. Enablers are people who either ig- 
nore someone's drug use or assist in it. Common quotes: “I 
do not want to get involved.” “It is not my business.” “It is 
not my child.” 

The common thread throughout this enabling process is 
denial and sometimes embarrassment. Once the denial wall 
has been destroyed, the enabler should confront the abuser 
in a caring and loving manner. Maybe an outside agency or 
individual is necessary but once this denial is broken down, 
true help can be obtained for both parties, enabler and abus- 
ef, . 

Drug abuse can only be stopped by reducing the demand 
for drugs. Stopping drugs must begin with individuals, each 
of us. The basic truth is that the war on drugs is first and 
foremost every person's responsibility. The battle must be 
fought at home before it can be fought and won on the 
streets of Coffee County.

Canola - A New Crop 
In Coffee County 


Richard L. Petcher - Asistant County Agent 


Last fall, after doing a lot of re 
search and reading, I did an article 
on Canola, At that time, none had 
been planted in Coffee County. This 
year, Kenneth Mack, working with 
David Fine - Fines Farm and Garden 
Center, and John Carter with Cargil, 
has planted 30 acres of Canola in the 
Fairview Community. This is a very 
interesting and very beautiful crop as 
it is about 3 feet tall and has a beau 
tiful yellow bloom 

Oil seed rape ranks as the fourth 
or fifth most important worldwide 
source of vegetable oil. The varieties 
low in both erucic acid and glucosin- 
olates (referred to as double-low) are 
what we call Canola. Canola oil is 
well known among health food folks 
as canola oil is lower in saturated 
fats than any other cooking oil on 
the market. Canada is the world 
leader in Canola oil exports 

Years ago farmers grew rape in 
this area for the greens, much like 
mustard and turnips. So Canola 
grows well here, but because of a 
lack of market little research has 
been done with this crop in Ala 
bama. There is now a market for Ca 
nola. USDA predicts there will be 
385 million pounds of Canola im 
ported into the U.S. in 1991. 

At this point Canola production 
looks very promising. However, cau- 
tion should be used anytime a new 
crop is grown, and Canola is new to 
all of us. Last year less than 100 
acres of Canola were grown in Ala 
bama and this year there are about 
5000 acres. There are 30 acres plant- 
ed on Mack's farm in Coffee County 
and to my knowledge that is all there 
is in the entire Wiregrass 

So far, no insects, diseases or 
pests, other than honey bees, have 


affected Canola in Coffee County. 
However, as this crop advances so 
will the disease and pests. At least a 
three-year rotation is recommended. 
It is not known yet whether this will 
work into a peanut rotation, At this 
point we do not recommend it be 
planied directly behind or before 
planting as some diseased (scleroti- 
nia) on peanuts may be increased by 
Canola. We just don't know yet. 
Winter kill could be a problem if 
temperatures go below 10 degrees F. 
Harvest time in Coffee County 
should be in early to mid-May if 
planted on time, Canola harvesting 
likely will be a challenge for the 
first-time growers, as the seed are
